Free Wood of the Month of January 2019 


This wood is France’s second in the “resting butterfly” series. The first one was printed at 
the occasion of the 2017 RCNA convention held in Boucherville QC and given as a free 
wood of the month in 2017. 





The obverse of the wood shows the “resting butterfly” the name “France D. Waychison” 
and the motto “Laissez le bon temps rouler” all in burgundy. 


The present wood’s reverse bears the common 2018 RCNA convention design, the iconic 
Avro Arrow, printed in blue, with black writing. The Avro Arrow, as we all know, was Cana- 
da’s attempt to aeronautic greatness, lost to political shenanigans and pettiness (this Is 
my personal opinion). | can hear our collective sigh when we think of what could have 
been... 


According to Wikipedia, the Canadian army and the Canadian Navy where unhappy that 
funds were seemingly diverted from them to fuel the Avro Arrow program. Add to this that 
Britain and the USA would not readily buy the interceptor aircraft, the Diefenbaker gov- 
ernment ordered the prototypes destroyed and the workforce dismantled. As | under- 
stand it, Canada’s loss was NASA's gain as most of our brilliant engineers ended up 
working for the American organization. 


It is good to note that this wood is the only one of France D. Waychison available in 45 
mm diameter, a decision made most likely to accommodate the Avro Arrow reverse die 
produced by Canada Wide Woods. 125 
woods were issued.

How to Quickly Start a Wooden 
Nickel Collection

It’s little wonder that so many become collectors of wooden 
money after meeting a wooden money collector. I recall dur- 
ing the heyday of wood collecting in Atlantic Canada (do you 
remember the Atlantic Provinces Wooden Money Associa- 
tion?) in the late 1990s I’d meet a number of new friendly 
faces that would come from all over the country to attend lo- 
cal and regional coin shows and hand out their latest personal 
wood. It didn’t take long to amass a bit of a collection and 
since I already had that collecting disease, it became neces- 
sary to look for more woods to add. Participants in this genre 
of numismatics are often the most amiable and open people 
you'd meet anywhere and that’s why the Canadian Associa- 
tion Wooden Money Collectors (CAWMC, roughly pronounced 
“comic”) meeting each year at the RCNA is one of the high- 
lights. 


Their annual meeting is a breakfast meeting, so you get to 
break bread, learn about the latest CAWMC news, participate 
in their spirited auction and always come away with a number 
of free woods. Seriously, if you attend without having ever 
heard of a wooden nickel, you'll have a collection when you 
leave. 


Wooden money comes in a huge variety of shapes, sizes, and 
methods of manufacture. Some are produced professionally 

by companies such as James Williston’s Canada Wide 

Woods. Others are done at home with rubber stamps or can 

even be hand painted works of art.
